That act was introduced in the Sen- 


ate some time, ago by Senator Arthur

According to the pres- 
ent city ordinance the change goes 
into effect annually on the last Sun- 
day in April.

Goose and the Eagle.

• wings (but flap like a bird lias been 
patented by Thomas J. Bird, formerly 
of Johnson City, Tciin., now a resident 
of Hampton, Vu. It can get up froin 
the water as well as it can from land. 
It Is different from the rigid winged 
airplane, which receives Its impetus 
from a rapidly revolving propeller, In 
several tests the machine has proven 
that It can fly,-'and It is; claimed by 
the Inventor and government expcrls 
that It will probably prove a much 
better dyer than the present-day air- 
plane.

Mr. Bird says his machine In the 


'/take off" and; flight through the air 
rlocs not create or require a vacuum, 
as does the present-day airplane. Mr. 
Bird, who Is a marine engineer, sev- 
eral'years ago took n course In avla- 
atlon. at San Diego, Cal., and became 
a regular licensed aviator. Ills Idea 
was to do away with the present pro- 
peller and construct a machine with 
niovoablo wings or planes that would 
flap like any winged creature of thn 
aft.

Food Coets tittle, and Tips for SerV- 


Ices'flendsred Are Hardly Worth 


While Considering. 


Labor and living are cheap In Halll. 
There is a hotel In Fort au Prince,' 


rated «• the best,-that charges-only 
$1 a day for a room and three square 
meals. ' 


True, the rooms are small, .with the 


ancient • washbowl, and 
unlockable, 


with concrete floors and rugless, but 
they are 'clean and' comfortable. 


The same meals could not be ob- 


tained anywhere In the United Slates; 


at double the price. Luncheon Is a 
regular dinner and dinner Is much llko 
an eight-course feast. 


They never serve less than two or 


three incuts, when one, according to 
the American habit, would be enough. 
There Is fruit In ulhmduncc In Haiti, 
and a boy standing on the front porch, 
overlooking the sea, often picks the 
breakfast oranges. .

The favorite dish 'Is the chicken, 


served 303 days In Ihe year without
